„of Money for them, purely out of Oftenta- 
tion, ſome Years ago; but they don't pleaſe 
% me at all; the Colours are dead, the Figures | 
not finiſhed, and don't appear with Relief 
cc enough; the Drapery is very bad. In ſhort, 
let People ſay what they will, they are by no 
&« Means natural. I don't like a Piece, unleſs it 
c makes me think I ſee Nature itſelf ; but there's 
& no ſuch Pieces to be met with. I have, indeed, 
&« large Collection, but I don't value them 
« at all.” | 

While they were waiting for Dinner, Pococu- 
rante entertained them with a Concert; Candi- 
dus was quite charmed with the Mulick,- <5 This 
&« Noiſe, ſaid Pococurante, might divert one for 
half an Hour, or ſo, but if it were to laſt any 
„longer, it would grow tireſome to every body, 
though no Soul would chuſe to ſay ſo. Mu- 
ce fic, is, now-a-days, nothing elfe but the Art 
&« of executing Difficulties ; and what has no- 
thing but Difficulty to recommend, does not 
6 pleaſe at the long run. 

might, perhaps, take more Pleaſure in the 
c“ Opera, if they had not found out the Secret to 
% to make ſuch a Monſter of it, as ſhocks me. 
Let thoſe go that will to ſee bad Tragedies ſet 
ce to Muſic, where the Scenes are compoſed 
“only to lugg in, by the Head and Ears, two or 
te three ridiculous Songs, in order to let off the 
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cc Pipe of an Actreſs. Any one may die away 
« with Pleaſure, for me, that will, or that can, 
ce at hearing a Eunuch trilling out a Speech of 
c Cæſar and Cato, and ſtrutting upon the Stage 
c with a ridiculous and affected Air. For my 
<« Part, I have, long ago, bid adieu to thoſe Pu- 
<« erilities, which are at preſent the reigning 
„ Taſte of Itah, and purchaſed by crowned 
Heads ſo extravagantly dear. Candidus con- 
ec tradicted him a little, but with great Submiſ- 
« ſion. Martin was entirely of the ſame Senti- 
£ ments with the Senator. 

They fat down to table, and, after an excel- 
lent dinner, went into the Library. Candidus 
caſting his Eyes upon an Homer very handſomely 
bound, praiſed his High Mightineſs for the

& Your Excellence entertains more favourable 
cc Sentiments of Virgil, ſaid Candidus. I con- 
&« feſs, reply'd Pococurante, that the Second, the 
«Fourth, and the Sixth Book of the Æneid are 
& excellent; but as for his pious Aneas, his 
& brave Cloanthus, the little Aſcanius, the infirm 
« King Latinus, the Burgeſs Amata, and the 
&« infipid Lavinia, I don't think any thing can 
ebe more frigid, or more diſagreeable. F pre- 
« fer Taſſo, and Arioſto's Tales far before him. 

« Give me Leave to aſk you, Sir, ſaid Can- 
& didus, whether you do not reap a great deal 
© of Pleaſure in peruſing Horace? There are 
« ſome Maxims, ſaid Pococurante, which may 
cc be of ſome ſervice to a Man, who knows the 
« World, and being delivered in expreſſive Num- 
ce bers are engraved more eaſily on the Memory. 
« But I can't ſay I am much affected with his 
« Voyage to Brunduy/ium, his Deſcription of his 
c bad Dinner, and the Bulings-gate Squabble 
& between one Pupillus, whoſe Speech he ſaid 
c was full of pus, and another whoſe Words 


« were as ſharp as Vinegar, I never could read 


ce his indelicate Lines againſt the ald Woman, 
ce and Witches, without great Diſguſt ; and I 
can't ſee any Beauty in his telling his friend 


«© Maecenas, that if he ſhould be reckoned - 


*« amongſt the Lyric Poets, by him, he'd knock 
e his ſoaring Forehead againſt the Stars.

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„ myſelf; I approve nothing but what ſuits my 
« own Taſte.” Candidus, having been taught 
to judge of Nothing for himſelf, was very much 
ſurprized at hearing him ſpeak in this Manner ; 
but Martin looked upon the Sentiment of Poco- 
curante as very rational. 


« Oh, here's Cicero, ſaid Candidus, J fancy 
© you are never tired of reading him.” I ne- 
ver read him at all, reply'd the Venetian. What 
© js his Oration for Rabirius, or Cluentius to me ? 
« I have Trials enough of my own; I might, 
indeed, have been a greater . riend to his phi-

e Martin perceiving ſome of the Shelves filled

a Degree of Freedom: © Yes, ſaid Pocacu- 
& rante, it is commendable to write what one 
« thinks, *tis the Privilege of our Species. But 
throughout Italy they write nothing, but what 
they Jon't think ; thoſe who now inhabit the 
Country of the Gz/ars and Antonines, dare not 
© have a fingle Idea, without taking out a Li- 
«© cence from a Jacobin. I ſhould be very well
